Book Review 
A Pocket of History 
Four Hundred Years of America-One 
State Quarter at a Time

In the preface, the author confesses he hoped that the 50 State Quarter program would have been an 
abridged history of the United States. However, each State decided to depict images as unique as each 
State is. This book has fun historical facts of each State. 

The 50 State Quarters Program was a complete success, and has made more revenue for the country than 
expected. Almost everyone young and old collects the state quarters. The U.S. program is based on the 
Canadian Mint's successful 125th anniversary program showcasing Canada's twelve provinces. It took David 
Ganz and Congressman Mike Castle a while to convince Congress to pass the legislation. The law finally 
passed on December 1, 1997 and started seeing the first Delaware coins on January 4, 1999. 

Each chapter covers the design elements of each State's Quarter, covering three to six pages of the historical 
significance. For example, Delaware's quarter features Caesar Rodney riding on a horse. The chapter 
explains how Caesar was chosen by the citizens of Delaware. Rodney was influential for United States’ 
declaration of independence to Britain. 

For our design, Utahans choose from three options: transcontinental railroad at promontory point, female 
snowboarder, and the state beehive. Governor Huntsman announced our decision at the re-enactment of 
the Golden Spike (Deseret News & Salt Lake Tribune). 

New Hampshire'’ "Old Man of the Mountain," collapsed on May 3, 2003 after debuting on their state quarter 
in 2000. 

The book answers the questions of why particular elements on the quarter are shown, even if the author 
sometimes goes on tangents. I look forward to seeing if the author will write a similar book for the National 
Park Quarters.
